Questionable cuts 

The FOL party has a point in criticising the cuts in the 
2010 budget of the Antillean Ministry of Transport and 
Communication (see related article) during a meeting of the 
Central Committee of Parliament. 

The fact that it involves the orange party’s Minister Maurice 
Adriaens obviously plays a big part in the complaint. At 
the same time the question can be asked why the issue was 
not raised in the Council of Ministers, in particular with 
Minister of Finance Ersilia “Zus” de Lannooy of coalition 
partner PNP, who is responsible for the draft budget in the 
first place. 

Some would argue that FOL is acting as though it is not part 
of the De Jongh-Elhage Cabinet and the Central Government 
coalition by bringing up the matter in Parliament rather 
than internally. However, one could also ask to what extent 
the Finance Minister should consult with colleagues on 
proposed cuts in their budgets before a draft budget is even 
sent to Parliament. 

Judging by Adriaens’ own reaction, he was either not 
consulted or overruled. Either way, the budget cuts don’t 
seem to take into account sufficiently the constitutional 
developments. 

After all, the Netherlands Antilles is being dismantled, with 
Curasao and St. Maarten to become autonomous countries 
within the Dutch Kingdom effective 10-10-10. Since the 
to-be-eliminated Central Government is seated in Curasao, 
especially St. Maarten faces quite a task in building up its 
own departments and ministries to take over responsibilities 
now handled in Willemstad. 

Particularly aviation has been identified as an area where 
“The Friendly Island” has to start practically from scratch, 
but that is crucial to its tourism economy. As with other tasks 
to be transferred to the future countries in anticipation of the 
new relations in the Kingdom taking effect, the agreement 
was that the Central Government would redirect both human 
and financial resources to the respective islands. 

Cutting into the budget of Transport and Communication 
for next year does not seem to be in keeping with that 
agreement. It involves, among other things, travel expenses 
and training, precisely matters that will require extra funds 
in light of the setting up of an adequate structure for Country 
St. Maarten. 

If the De Jongh-Elhage Cabinet is serious about seeing 
through the process of constitutional change and giving 
especially St. Maarten the assistance it needs to prepare for 
country status, this should be reflected in the budget. St. 
Maarten’s representatives in the Central Government and 
the Antillean Parliament would do well to support FOL in 
that sense.□

Recruitment drive for new 
police officers ‘going fine’ 


THE HAGUE-The 

recruitment of officers for 
the police force and prisons 
in the Netherlands Antilles is 
going fine, Chief Inspector 
Hermando “Mando” Davelaar 
said on Monday. 

The first phase of the 
recruitment project led by 
Davelaar will be completed 
late next month, when the 
last information session takes 
place in Amsterdam. So far, 
there are 31 candidates who 
want to commence studies to 
become police officers, and 
27 persons who work or have 
worked with the Dutch police 
force. 

Selection will be held in 
December. Candidates making 
it through the selection process 
can be prepared for departure 
to the islands, said Davelaar. 
“The goal has been achieved, 
with six recruitment weeks still 
to go,” he said in an interview 
with Curasao newspaper 
Antilliaans Dagblad. 
Information sessions have 
been planned to be held at 
Haagse Hogeschool and the 
Regional Study Centres in 
Rotterdam and Eindhoven, 
among other places, in the 
next six weeks. 

Also planned are two 


gatherings in cooperation with 
study financing organisations 
SSC of Curasao and S4 of St. 
Maarten. 

Davelaar’s success is 
considered remarkable in 
comparison to a previous 
recruitment drive. The 
previous drive, undertaken in 
cooperation with the police 
force of Rotterdam-Rijnmond, 
failed and cost a lot of money, 
especially when considering 
that the result was almost 
zero. 

With a limited budget and 
little means, Davelaar 
decided to work differently: 
through personal contacts 
and networking. By giving 
presentations and talking 
to prospective candidates, 
Davelaar managed to address 
many of the prejudices. 
He explained to potential 
candidates that salaries 
weren’t too bad and that there 
were ample possibilities to 


get promoted in the Antillean 
police force. 

According to Davelaar, the 
intention is to have all five 
islands profit equally from the 
recruitment project. “People 
can indicate their preference. 
Most opted for Curasao. You 
can’t force anyone, but you 
can guide them in the right 
direction. When I started at the 
police, I applied for Curasao, 
and they subsequently 
stationed me in Aruba for 14 
years,” he said. 

As part of the selection process, 
candidates will undergo 
various tests, including a 
Dutch language test, a physical 
and psychological test and a 
general test to see if they are 
suitable for the job. 

The recruitment project 
ends in January, at which 
time Davelaar will return to 
Curasao. He expects the first 
candidates to leave for the 
Antilles in April. Q

Fed survey: housing, manufacturing drive recovery

WASHINGTON 
Improvements in housing 
and manufacturing are 
driving the early stages of the 
economic recovery, according 
to a Federal Reserve survey 
released Wednesday. 

The Fed’s latest snapshot 
of business conditions 


nationwide found “many 
sectors” of the economy either 
stabilized or logged modest 
improvements over the last six 
weeks. The pickups, though, 
often were from “depressed” 
levels of activity. Still, the new 
report adds to evidence that 
a recovery has started from 
the worst recession since the 
1930s. Only two of the Fed’s 


12 regions — Atlanta and 
St. Louis — reported weaker 
overall economic activity. 

An $8,000 credit for first¬ 
time homebuyers boosted 
the housing sector. There’s 
been concern among private 
economists and some 
lawmakers that recent gains in 
housing will fizzle out when 
the credit ends. It is slated

to expire Nov. 30, although 
some in Congress are mulling 
an extension. Meanwhile, 
factories increased production 
as businesses restocked 
depleted inventories. Part 
of that restocking was due 
to the now-defunct Cash for 
Clunkers rebate program, 
which caused a brief burst in 
car sales. Both housing and 
manufacturing continued a 
“pattern of improvement that 
emerged over the summer,” 
the Fed observed. 

By contrast, the Fed said 
weakest link in the recovery 
was commercial real estate. 
Conditions were described as 
“either weak or deteriorating” 
across all 12 regions 
surveyed. 

Consumer spending also 
remained weak, the Fed said. 
Consumers, whose spending 
accounts for about 70 percent 
of economic activity, are 
expected to stay cautious

given rising job losses, 
stagnant incomes and hard-to- 
get credit. 

“Reports of gains in economic 
activity generally outnumber 
declines, but virtually every 
reference to improvement 
was qualified as either small 
or scattered,” the Fed survey 
said. 

For instance, Dallas cited 
slight improvements in 
residential real estate and 
at staffing firms. New York 
noted gains predominantly 
in manufacturing and retail. 
Philadelphia, Cleveland and 
San Francisco cited small 
pickups in manufacturing. 
Kansas City noted upticks at 
technology companies, while 
Richmond observed revenue 
gains at service companies. 
The nation’s unemployment 
rate climbed to a 26-year high 
of 9.8 percent in September, 
and is expected to top 10 
percent this year.Q 
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Jury set to decide Travolta extortion case

NASSAU,Bahamas-Lawyers 
for an ambulance driver and a 
former politician accused of 
trying to extort millions from 
John Travolta urged jurors 
Tuesday to clear their clients, 
accusing the actor’s attorneys 
of setting them up. 

Lawyers for paramedic Tarino 
Lightboume and former Sen. 
Pleasant Bridgewater, who 
have both pleaded not guilty, 
made the charge during their 
closingarguments. Prosecutors 
summed up their case Monday, 
and the nine-member jury is 
expected to start deliberations 
Wednesday. 

Lightboume’s lawyer, Carlson 
Shurland, maintained the 
paramedic was “cornered” 
and called him a “victim” 
of entrapment by Travolta’s 
attorneys. Lightboume is 
accused of threatening to sell 
stories to the media about the 
death of Travolta’s 16-year- 
old son, Jett, unless he was 
paid $25 million. 

Defense attorneys have 
sought to show that Travolta 
wanted to buy a document he 
signed releasing emergency 
responders from liability if the 
family refused an ambulance 
for the youth, who died Jan. 2 
after suffering a seizure. 
Travolta testified during the 
trial that he signed the release 
form because he had hoped 
to fly his son to the U.S. for 
treatment. But police said the 
document never came into 
play because Jett was taken to 
a local hospital.

Shurland did not deny that 
Lightboume, who police 
secretly taped negotiating with 
Travolta attorney Michael 
McDermott, tried to sell the 
document. But he denied it 
was extortion, describing it 
as a straightforward business 
transaction. 

“Tarino had something to 
sell and everybody wanted to 
buy,” Shurland said. “If you 
had something to sell and they 
were willing to pay, you’d be a 
fool not to sell it. That’s what 
a free society is all about.” 
Bridgewater’s attorney, 

Murrio Ducille, urged jurors 
in the socially conservative 
archipelago to “set my 
people free.” He has sought 
to portray Travolta’s lawyer 
as a “devious and cunning” 
outsider who had “evil in his 
heart.” Bridgewater is accused 


of negotiating with Travolta’s 
attorneys for Lightboume and 
was also secretly taped by 
police. 

“This was a joke to Mr. 
McDermott,” Ducille said. 
“He came to the Bahamas 
with the sole intent of setting 
up these persons.” 

The defense presented only 
one witness last week, an 
emergency medical technician 
involved in attempts to save 
Jett. Defense attorneys had 
planned to call three other 
witnesses but said they 
were unavailable. 

Travolta, who was not in 
court Tuesday, was called to 
testify by the prosecution. 
In describing his desperate 
attempts to save the 
life of Jett, he revealed 
publicly for the first time 
that his son was autistic.

Joseph Wiseman, who played 
superuillain in 1962 ‘Dr. No,’ dies 

NEW YORK — Joseph Wiseman, an actor who played the 
sinister scientist and title character of Dr. No in the first James 
Bond feature film, has died. He was 91. 

Wiseman, who had been in declining health, died Monday 
at his home in Manhattan, his daughter, Martha Graham 
Wiseman, told The New York Times and Los Angeles 
Times. 

A screen and stage actor, Wiseman’s film credits include 
“Detective Story” (1951) and “The Unforgiven” (1960). He 
also had guest roles on television shows “Law & Order,” 
“The Streets of San Francisco,” “The Twilight Zone” and 
“The Untouchables,” according to The New York Times. 

He is likely best known, however, for his villainous role in 
“Dr. No,” the first in a long string of James Bond movies. 
The 1962 film introduced Sean Connery as James Bond and 
also starred Ursula Andress. 

Wiseman was bom in Montreal on May 15, 1918. He moved 
to the United States with his family when he was a boy. 
According to the Los Angeles Times, Wiseman started acting 
when he was a teenager, getting his start in summer stock. 

In 1938, he was given a small part in his first Broadway play, 
Robert E. Sherwood’s “Abe Lincoln in Illinois.” 

Wiseman’s other Broadway credits include “Joan of Lorraine” 
(1946), “Antony and Cleopatra” (1947), “Detective Story” 
(1949); and most recently in the stage adaptation of Abby 
Mann’s film “Judgment at Nuremberg” (2001). 

“Stage acting was what he wanted to be remembered for,” 
Wiseman’s daughter told the Los Angeles newspaper.Q 

Vic Mizzy, who wrote ‘Addams 
Family’theme, dies

LOS ANGELES - Vic Mizzy, a songwriter who composed 
the catchy themes for the 1960s sit-coms “The Addams 
Family” and “Green Acres,” has died. He was 93. 

Mizzy died Saturday at his home in Bel Air, his manager 
Jonathan Wolfson said. He said he didn’t know the cause of 
death. 

He wrote songs that were recorded by Dean Martin, Doris 
Day, Perry Como and Billie Holiday in the ‘40s and ‘50s. 
His hits included “Pretty Kitty Blue Eyes,” “My Dreams are 
Getting Better All the Time,” and “With a Hey and a Hi and 
a Ho-Ho-Ho.” 

But his most famous work was the theme to “The Addams 
Family,” a tune accented by finger snaps and opening with 
the cleverly quirky lyrics: “They’re creepy and they’re 
kooky, mysterious and spooky, they’re altogether ooky: the 
Addams family.” 

Mizzy sang the song himself and overdubbed it three times to 
give the impression of multiple vocalists. He also directed the 
title sequence where he asked actors who played members of 
the Addams family to snap their fingers in a bored way. 

The enduring tune is often heard during sports game to rally 
the home team. 

“He was smart enough to demand to own the song, which was 
unheard of at the time. So any time you go to a Lakers game 
and they play that song, he made money,” Wolfson said. 
Born in Brooklyn, N.Y., Mizzy learned to play the piano as a 
child. In his teens, he teamed up with Irving Taylor and began 
writing songs and sketches for variety shows. They won a 
pair of radio contests and toured the East Coast vaudeville 
circuit. While served in the U.S. Navy during World War 
II, the pair wrote several hit songs, including “Three Little 
Sisters” and “Take It Easy.” 

Mizzy later composed and wrote songs for television and 
film, most recently a song for “Spiderman 2” which ended 
up on the DVD version of the movie. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States built pressure 
Wednesday on Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai, 
signaling that a troop increase 
could hinge on a successful 
runoff election and that the 
Obama administration would 
be receptive to a power¬ 
sharing deal between Karzai 
and his chief rival. 

A coalition government or 
other political arrangement 
that included Karzai’s rival, 
former Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Abdullah, could 
provide a critical internal 
check on Karzai, who is widely 
favored to win the presidential 
runoff set for Nov. 7. 
President Barack Obama and 
Sen. John Kerry, who pressed 
the administration’s interests 
in weekend talks with 
Karzai in Kabul, both hinted 
Wednesday that pending 
deliberations on possible U.S. 
troop increases in Afghanistan 
could be affected by the 
Afghan leader’s behavior. 
Karzai’s weak and corruption- 
riddled government has 
been blamed in part for the 
resurgence of the Taliban and 
for widespread Afghan civilian 
disillusionment. The Afghan 
national election in August 
was marred by massive fraud 
that led to the discarding of a 
third of the results, providing 
a wedge for the United States 
to press Karzai to agree to the 
runoff with Abdullah. 

Kerry, whose meetings with 
Karzai helped lead to the 
runoff agreement over the 
weekend, said Wednesday 
after a White House session 
with Obama that the president 
should wait until after new 
elections to make his decision 
on troop strength. 

Obama himself said 
Wednesday in a television 
interview he might not 


announce his decision on 
sending more troops until after 
the runoff. 

Both statements had the subtle 
force of increasing pressure 
on Karzai by implying that 
the administration’s decision 
on U.S. troop strength in 
Afghanistan might depend on 
how the runoff turns out. 

The Democratic senator said 
Wednesday that it was nOt 
common sense for Obama 
to determine whether more 
U.S. troops should go to 
Afghanistan without knowing 
the election results. “You 
really want to know that this 
has worked, and you want to 
know what’s coming out of 
it,” Kerry said. 

Officials saidObama’spending 
decision had prominently 
figured in the U.S. discussions 


with Karzai about how to 
resolve the political impasse. 
Several officials stressed 
that the looming troop plan 
decision was not used overtly 
to force Karzai to concede on 
the election’s contested first 
round, but one highly placed 
U.S. official in Afghanistan 
said the United States used 
Obama’s deliberation over 
troop numbers as leverage. 
That official spoke on condition 
of anonymity because Obama 
has not announced whether he 
will agree to a U.S. military 
request for thousands of 
additional forces. 

Karzai and Abdullah settled on 
the runoff following weeks of 
acrimony over Afghanistan’s 
fraud-pocked national 

election.

Man accused of plot

But both sides also are 
considering a coalition 
government that could either 
replace the runoff or follow 
it. 

A State Department official 


said Wednesday that the 
U.S. would not be opposed 
to a power-sharing deal, 
depending on its legitimacy 
and how it was implemented. 
Obama appeared to allude 
to the still-fluid discussions 
Wednesday. 


“I think we’re still in — 
finding out how this whole 
process in Afghanistan is 
going to unfold,” Obama said 
in an interview on MSNBC. 
One senior defense official 
said that a power-sharing 
deal at this point had equal 
odds of coming together or 
falling apart. 

While careful to say that 
any power-sharing deal 
would have to come from the 
Afghans and not the United 
States, American officials 
were clear that Karzai’s 
reluctant acceptance of 
a runoff vote may not be 
enough by itself. 

Karzai and Abdullah have 
publicly dismissed the idea 
of sharing power, but there 
have been reports of private 
horsetrading discussions 
before and since Tuesday’s 
announcement of the runoff. 
Kerry told reporters after 
meeting with Obama 
on Wednesday that in 
Afghanistan he “did not 
discuss nor did I even attempt 
to put on the table the concept 



of a coalition.” 

It would be inappropriate 
to raise that possibility 
and would make it seem 
to Afghans that the United 
States was calling the shots, 
Kerry said. However, he 
acknowledged the issue was 
being discussed in Kabul, 
and said there may have been 
talks between the Karzai and 
Abdullah camps on it “even 
today.” 

In an interview Wednesday 
with The Associated Press, 
Kerry said the discussions 
with Karzai grew intense at 
times. 

“I turned up the dial a few 
times, believe me,” Kerry 
said. 

He added: “They were very 
emotional. And they were 
very passionate and very 
heated at times but nicely 
heated. You know there 
was never anger, there was 
always the intensity of the 
argument.” 

State Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly told reporters 
that Abdullah’s camp had 


expressed interest in a 
coalition or power-sharing 
deal, and that some Karzai 
aides, concerned about 
the results of a runoff, are 
willing to consider the idea 
despite the president’s public 
repudiation of the idea. 

That official said the U.S. 
would support any course 
that leads to the formation of 
a credible government in the 
eyes of the Afghan people. 
That could include a coalition 
or other power-sharing 
arrangement that is either 
formed to eliminate the need 
for a second round or one that 
is created using the results of 
the runoff. 

But there are no provisions 
for a coalition in the Afghan 
Constitution, and it is not 
clear how such a deal would 
work or remain enforceable.

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Taser tells police to avoid shooting at chest

PHOENIX (AP) 
Stun-gun maker Taser 
International has started 
telling police agencies to 
avoid firing the devices at 
suspects’ chests, explaining 
that there’s an “extremely 
low” risk of ill effects on 
the heart and that doing 
so will make defending 
lawsuits easier. 

Amnesty International says 
more than 350 people in the 
U.S. died after they were 
shocked with Tasers, and 
that in 50 of those cases, 
medical examiners cited a 
link between Taser shocks 
and death. 

The Scottsdale, Arizona- 
based company made the 
recommendation in an Oct. 
12 revised training manual, 
saying it “has less to do with 
safety and more to do with 
effective risk management 
for law enforcement 
agencies.” 

The manual also includes a 
lengthy explanation about 
deaths caused by sudden 
cardiac arrest. 

“Should sudden cardiac 
arrest occur in a scenario 
involving a Taser discharge 
to the chest area, it would 
place the law enforcement 
agency, the officer, and

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Taser International in the 
difficult situation of trying 
to ascertain what role, if 
any, (the device) could 
have played,” according to 
the manual. 

The manual includes a 
graphic displaying the 
human body and “preferred 
target areas.” The company 
recommends firing Tasers 
anywhere but at the head, 
neck and chest. The manual 
says to avoid chest shots 
“when possible” and 
“unless legally justified.” 
Taser critics call 
the company’s new 
recommendation an 

admission that the devices 
can cause heart attacks. 

“It’s a sea change, a 
passive acknowledgment 
that Taser has indeed been 
overconfident about its 
claims of safety,” said 
Mark Silverstein, legal 
director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of 
Colorado. “It underscores 
the question marks that 
have been adding up along 
with hundreds of bodies.” 
Taser officials say the 
new recommendation is 
designed only to “avoid 


any potential controversy 
on this topic.” 

“There is no significant 
shift,” Taser spokesman 
Steve Tuttle said in an e- 
mail. “Just a slight change 
by literally a few inches 
when intentionally targeting 
the preferred target zone ... 
Medical and field studies 
continue to demonstrate that 
the Taser carries a lower risk 
of injury than traditional 
force options, leading to 


lower officer injury rates 
and safer communities.” 
Tasers are used by 14,200 
law enforcement agencies 
throughout the United 
States. Human rights 
groups have long said that 
Tasers cause heart attacks, 
but Tuttle said there have 
been 96 lawsuits that the 
company won or judges 
dismissed. 

He said Taser has lost just 
one case, which is under

Phoenix police Sgt. Trent 
Crump said his agency is 
now in the beginning stages 
of teaching officers to avoid 
aiming Tasers at the chest 
when possible. 

“Our primary target still 
continues to be and has 
always been the back,” he 
said. “You’re talking about 
adjusting your front shot, 
lowering the shot when 
possible.”□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top 
Senate Democrats intend to 
try to strip the health insurance 
industry of its exemption 
from federal antitrust laws, 
according to congressional 
officials, the latest evidence 
of a deepening struggle over 
President Barack Obama’s 
effort to overhaul the health 


care industry. 

If enacted, the switch would 
mean greater federal regulation 
for an industry that recently 
has stepped up its criticism 
of portions of a health care 
bill moving toward the Senate 
floor. 

Obama is proposing most far- 
reaching overhaul in decades, 
which aims to protect millions 
who have unreliable insurance

Congressional officials said 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid of Nevada and Sen. 
Patrick Leahy of Vermont, 
chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, arranged 
to make the announcement 
Wednesday, joined by Sen. 


Chuck Schumer of New 
York. 

The officials who disclosed 
the plans did so on condition 
of anonymity to avoid 
pre-empting a formal 
announcement. 

In a statement, the major 
industry trade group, 
America’s Health Insurance 
Plans, said the industry 
already was one of the most 
regulated in the country. 
The focus on the industry’s 
antitrust exemption, it said, 
was “a political ploy designed 
to distract attention away from 
the real issue of rising health 
care costs.” 

The move against the 
antitrust exemption came 
as Obama appealed to 
congressional Democrats 
not to let internal differences 
sink his comprehensive plan 
to remake the nation’s health 
care system. 

“The bill you least like” 
improves coverage for 
millions, he said in New York. 
“Let’s make sure that we keep 
our eye on the prize.” 

After months of struggle, 
Democratic leaders in the 
House and Senate hope to 


have legislation ready for 
votes in both houses within a 
few weeks, and plan on having 
a compromise measure ready 
for Obama’s signature by the 
end of the year. 

Progress has been slow, 
particularly as Democrats 
squabble over whether to 
allow the federal government 
to sell insurance in direct 
competition with private 
insurers, and if so, under 
what terms. Obama’s remarks 
appeared an attempt to place 
that and similar disagreements 
in a larger context — a 
decades-long attempt to 
provide insurance for millions 
who lack it while cracking 
down on insurance industry 
practices such as denying 
coverage on the basis of pre¬ 
existing medical conditions. 
Insurance industry officials 
have been involved in 
discussions for months with 
the White House and key 
congressional Democrats 
over proposed legislation. 
They repeatedly said they 
would accept a series of new 
restrictions, as long as the 
legislation required Americans 
to purchase insurance, thus 
assuring insurers millions of 
new customers. 

The tone changed last week 
after the Senate Finance 
Committee approved 

legislation that exempted an 
estimated 2 million individuals 
from the requirement to 
purchase insurance and 
greatly reduced the penalties 
on those still subject to the 
requirement. 

In a report paid for by 
the insurance industry, 
the accounting firm 
PricewaterhouseCoopers said 
the legislation would add 
$1,700 a year to the cost of 
family coverage in 2013 when 
most of the major provisions of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
bill would be in effect. 

The White House, Democrats 
in Congress and other 
supporters of the legislation 
attacked the study as flawed 
and deceptive. 

Within a few days, Leahy 
convened a Judiciary 
Committee meeting to air 
the possibility of revoking

Ultimately, the trio never 
came close to pulling off 
an attack. Authorities say 
they never got the terrorist 
training they sought — that 
the men told friends they 
were turned down because 
of their nationality, ethnicity 
or inexperience, or that the 
people they’d hoped would 
get them into such camps 
were either in jail or on a 
religious pilgrimage. 

The men abandoned the 
mall attack plans after their 
weapons contact said he 
could find only handguns, 
not automatic weapons. 

The men used code words 
such as “peanut butter 
and jelly” for fighting in 
Somalia and “culinary 
school” for terrorist camps, 
and talked extensively of 
their desire to “die on the 
battlefield,” according to 
court documents. 

Mehanna, who has taught 
math and religion at Alhuda 
Academy, made a defiant 
court appearance hours 
after his arrest. He refused 
to stand to hear the charge 
against him and finally did 
— tossing his chair loudly 
to the floor — only after his 
father urged him to do so. 
“This really, really is a 
show,” his father, Ahmed 
Mehanna, said as his son was 
being led away in handcuffs. 
When asked if he believed 
the charges against his son, 
he said, “No, definitely not.” 
Prosecutors said Mehanna 
worked with two men from 


2001 to May 2008 on the 
conspiracy that, over time, 
intended to “kill, kidnap, 
maim or injure” soldiers and 
two politicians who were 
members of the executive 
branch but are no longer in 
office. Authorities refused 
to identify the politicians 
and said they were never in 
danger. Acting U.S. Attorney 
Michael Loucks said the 
men justified the planned 
attacks on malls because 
U.S. civilians pay taxes to 
support the U.S. government 
and because they are 
“nonbelievers,” Loucks said. 
He refused to identify the 
targeted malls. 

Mehanna — who received a 
doctorate in 2008 from the 
Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy in Boston, where 
his father is a professor 
— allegedly conspired with 
Ahmad Abousamra, who 
authorities say is now in 
Syria. 

Mehanna, 27, is being held 
without bail until his next 
court appearance on Oct. 30. 
Mehanna first was arrested 
in November and charged 
with lying to the FBI in 
December 2006 when asked 
the whereabouts of Daniel 
Maldonado, who is now 
serving a 10-year prison 
sentence for training with 
al-Qaida to overthrow the 
Somali government. 
Authorities said Wednesday 
that Mehanna and his 
conspirators had contacted 
Maldonado about getting 
automatic weapons for their 
planned mall attacks, but he 
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told them he could only get 
handguns. 

Court documents filed by 
the government say that in 
2002, Abousamra became 
frustrated after repeatedly 
being rejected to join terror 
groups in Pakistan — first 
Lashkar e Tayyiba, then the 
Taliban. 

“Because Abousamra was an 
Arab (not Pakistani) the LeT 
camp would not accept him, 
and because of Abousamra’s 
lack of experience, the 
Taliban camp would not 
accept him,” Williams wrote 
in the affidavit. 

Mehanna and Abousamra 
traveled to Yemen in 2004 in 
an attempt to join a terrorist 
training camp, according to 
court documents. 

Mehanna allegedly told a 
friend, the third conspirator 
who is now cooperating with 
authorities, that their trip

NEW DELHI (AP) — A passenger 
train in northern India crashed into 
another train’s rear carriage reserved 
for women and disabled passengers, 
killing 22 people and injuring 16 
who remained trapped for hours 
Wednesday near Agra, the home of 
the Taj Mahal, police said. 

Rescuers had to cut open the 
wrecked compartment to free 
trapped passengers following the 
crash outside Agra, about 130 miles 
(210 kilometers) southeast of New 
Delhi, said Rajesh Bajpai, a railway 
spokesman. 

Rescuers recovered 19 bodies during 
an operation that lasted nearly seven 
hours, said Rajesh Dixit, a police 
spokesman. Three of the 19 injured 
people died at a hospital, police 
said. 

No foreigners were among the 
victims, Dixit said. 

The smashed coach was reserved for 
women and physically handicapped 


people, although some other people 
may have been among the victims, 
district Magistrate Suresh Chandra 
Sharma said. 

The two trains were heading to New 
Delhi from southern India. The 
Mewar Express was stopped at a red 
signal when the other train rammed 
it from behind, Sharma, the district 
magistrate, told The Associated 
Press. 

“We felt a massive jolt,” said 
Ramesh Charan, a passenger aboard 
the Mewar Express. “Some people 
sleeping on upper berths fell to the 
coach floor by the impact of the 
collision.” 

Villagers and army soldiers stationed 
nearby helped police and rail officials 
in rescuing injured people. 
Authorities are still trying to 
determine why the accident happened, 
rail official Sri Prakash said. 
Accidents are common on India’s 
sprawling rail network, which is 
one of the world’s largest, with most 
blamed on poor maintenance.□ 
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Sudanese cargo plane crashes north ol Dubai

DUBAI, United Arab 
Emirates (AP) — A Sudanese 
cargo plane crashed shortly 
after takeoff Wednesday 
from Sharjah airport near 
Dubai, killing at least six crew 
members. 

The Boeing 707 operated by 
Sudan Airways went down 
in unpopulated desert about 
two miles (three kilometers) 
north of the airport, said Sheik 
Khalid al-Qassimi, director 
of the Sharjah department of 
civil aviation. He said there 
were no survivors among the 
six crew members aboard. 
Sudan’s official SUNA news 
agency quoted an unnamed 
official from the airline as 
saying seven crew members 
were killed. The discrepancy in 
the toll could not immediately 
be reconciled. 

As night fell, the cause of the 
crash remained unclear. The 
“black box” flight recorders 
that should contain information 
about the flights have been 
recovered, al-Qassimi said. 
Witnesses described seeing 
the plane swing sharply to the 
right shortly after takeoff as it 
struggled to gain altitude. 

“We saw it taking off at quite a 
low level. The nose was quite 
high. Higher than normal,” 
said Bill Buchanan, a Dubai 


resident who was playing golf 
nearby. “It veered to the right, 
then nosed down straight into 
the desert. There was a huge 
ball of fire and smoke.” 

The wreckage was spread over 
a wide area near the Sharjah 
Golf & Shooting Club. Little 
of the plane remained intact. 

A tower of black smoke poured 
hundreds of feet into the air 
immediately after the crash, 
said Martin Duff, who was in 
his office at the golf academy 
when he heard a loud jet pass 
by overhead. 

“A couple of seconds later 
there was a big bang, and the 
whole ground shuddered,” he 
said. He rushed to the scene, 
about 50 yards (meters) away. 
“By the time I got there, it 
was nothing but burnt black 
wreckage.” 

Local TV station Sharjah 
Television showed firefighters 
later hosing down smoldering 
pieces of debris at the crash 
site. Plumes of gray smoke 
rose high into the air. 

A large chunk of the plane’s 
wing was seen amid smaller 
metal pieces. Rescue workers 
with face masks carried away 
stretchers covered with white 
sheets. 

At sundown, crash 
investigators were working 
under flood lights as pieces of 
debris continued to smolder. 


Officials said the flight was 
operated by Sudan Airways 
and was bound for the 
Sudanese capital, Khartoum. 
The plane itself, however, 
was owned by a private 
Sudan-based company, Azza 
Transport, according to SUNA 
and a spokesman for the Sudan 
Civil Aviation Authority, 
Abdel Hafez Abdel Rahim. 
Efforts to reach Sudan Airways 
and Azza were unsuccessful. 
Issam Awad, the Sudanese 
consul in Dubai, told AP 
Television News that the 
plane’s pilot and co-pilot were 
from Sudan Airways, while 
four other crew members 
worked for Azza. 

The four-engine Boeing 707 
is an older model airplane that 
was primarily in use during 
the 1960s and 1970s. 

The airport is located southeast 
of central Sharjah, a teeming 
city bordering Dubai that 
is home to many low-wage 
workers in the Middle East 
business hub. 

It was once one of the main 
airports in the lower Gulf, but 
has long since been eclipsed 
by Dubai’s growing airport. 
Dubai International Airport, 
the Middle East’s busiest, is 
located about 10 miles (16 
kilometers) southwest of 
Sharjah airport. 

Sharjah’s airstrip is primarily

used for cargo flights and by 
low-cost carriers.

and help pave the way for 
a new round of talks on the 
Islamic Republic’s nuclear 
program. 

After the first meeting 
between Iran and six world 
powers in more than a year 
earlier this month, the U.S. 
and its Western allies said 
Iran had agreed in principle to 
ship out most of its enriched 
stockpile.

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Murders in Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, at all-time high 


CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AP) —A violent and ongoing 
battle between two powerful 
drug cartels has pushed this 
northern border city’s murder 
rate — already one of the 
highest in the world — to new 
records in 2009, according to 
a government report issued 
Wednesday. 

Ciudad Juarez has had 1,986 
homicides — almost all 
drug-related — through mid- 
October this year, up from 
1,171 for the same period in 
2008, said the report from 
the Chihuahua state attorney 
general’s office. There have 
been 195 murders this month 
alone, officials said. 

The killings, averaging seven 
a day in the city of 1.5 million, 
can be blamed on an escalating 
drug war between the Sinaloa 
cartel run by Joaquin “El 
Chapo” Guzman, the most- 
wanted man in Mexico, 
and the Juarez Cartel, said 
Chihuahua state Public Safety 
Secretary Victor Valencia. The 
cartels are fighting to control 
the lucrative smuggling route 
between Ciudad Juarez and El 
Paso, just across the border in 
Texas. 

The U.S. is gravely concerned 
about the ongoing violence, 
said newly appointed U.S. 
Ambassador Carlos Pascual. 
“Drug trafficking is a threat 
to the entire hemisphere. It 
is a threat that has points 
of supply and demand and 
traffic ... and we have to 
analyze the problem as well, 


engage, invest in resources 
and capabilities to address 
all those issues,” Pascual 
said Wednesday at a news 
conference after a meeting 
with Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon to present his 
diplomatic credentials. 

While Ciudad Juarez is 
clearly the most violent city in 
Mexico, cartel battles continue 
to take lives throughout the 
country. 

In the central town of Hidalgo 
on Wednesday, police were 
trying to identify the body of 
a young man, about 16 years 
old, who was found dead with 
two bullets in his head, his 
genitals cut off and a warning 
note stabbed into his chest. 
The body, dressed in a navy- 
blue school uniform, was 
found Tuesday evening by 
local residents.□

Lithuanian lawmakers demand CIA prison probe

VILNIUS, Lithuania (AP) 
— Lithuanian lawmakers 
on Wednesday demanded an 
investigation into allegations 
that the CIA established a 
prison for al-Qaida suspects 
in the Baltic country. 

The Parliament’s National 
Security and Defense 
Committee said it wants the 
full 141-member assembly to 
approve the probe next week. 
Lithuanian leaders have 
denied that the former Soviet 
republic — a close U.S. ally 


in the war on terror — hosted 
clandestine detention centers. 
Poland and Romania have 
denied similar allegations. 

The call for an investigation 
came a day after President 
Dalia Grybauskaite said she 
had “indirect suspicions” 
about a secret CIA prison in 
Lithuania. 

Defense committee chairman 
Arvydas Anusauskas said the 
investigation was necessary 
and that the committee 
wanted to question “certain 
persons” about the existence 
of a possible CIA prison. He 


did not specify who he had in 
mind. 

An ABC News report in 
August said the CIA had a 
secret prison in Vilnius from 
September 2004 through 
November 2005, and used it to 
detain and interrogate al-Qaida 
prisoners captured around the 
world after the Sept. 11, 2001 
terror attacks. 

Former President Valdas 
Adamkus and former Prime 
Minister Algirdas Brazauskas, 
who were both in office at the 
time the center was supposedly 
built, rejected the report. 


But after a meeting Tuesday 
with a top European human 
rights official, President 
Grybauskaite said the 
allegations of a CIA prison 
should be taken seriously 
because they put Lithuania’s 
reputation at stake. 

“I have indirect suspicions — 
and not only me, but the entire 
international community,” 
she said. “If there was such a 
thing, Lithuania should come 
clean, take responsibility, 
and promise that it will never 
happen again.’Q

ANAHEIM, California (AP) 
—Alex Rodriguez homered in 
the third straight game of his 
outstanding postseason and 
CC Sabathia allowed just five 
hits over eight resilient innings 
on short rest as the New York 
Yankees beat the Los Angeles 
Angels 10-1 Tuesday to take 
a 3-1 lead in the American 
League championship series. 
Rodriguez had three hits and 
scored three runs, while Melky 
Cabrera drove in four runs for 
the Yankees, who have built a 
commanding cushion in this 
series and are now potentially 
one game away from a return 
to the World Series. 

One day after the Angels 
handed New York its first 
playoff loss in an extra-inning 
thriller, the Yankees calmly 
asserted control with two 
early rallies before piling on 
five runs late. 

Johnny Damon added a 
late two-run homer for the 
Yankees, who could sew up 
their first trip to the World 
Series in six years with a win 
in Game 5 on Thursday night 
at Angel Stadium. New York’s 


A.J. Burnett faces Angels ace 
John Lackey. 

With a two-run homer over 
the left-field fence that 
silenced an excited Anaheim 
crowd in the fifth, Rodriguez 


drove in a run in his eighth 
straight postseason game, 
tying the major league record. 
It was his fifth homer in New 
York’s seven postseason 
games, matching Reggie 


Jackson’s iconic 1977 effort 
for the second-most homers 
in a single playoff year for the 
Yankees. 

Bernie Williams holds the 
New York record with six 


homers in 1996, but that mark 
seems ripe to be toppled by A- 
Rod in the first phenomenal 
postseason for a superstar who 
mostly sputtered in October 
until now. 

Rodriguez also singled and 
scored New York’s first run in 
the fourth, and he doubled and 
scored on an error in the ninth 
to cap his do-it-all day. 

After playing 24 innings over 
9 1/2 hours and making a 
coast-to-coast flight over the 
previous three days, both teams 
needed a no-nonsense victory. 
Sabathia came through for the 
Yankees in his second win of 
the series, providing rest for 
New York’s taxed bullpen 
while further frustrating Los 
Angeles’ lineup, which is 
foundering in the playoffs 
after an outstanding regular 
season. The Yankees’ $161 
million left-hander yielded 
two walks and struck out five, 
throwing 101 pitches. After he 
retired Torii Hunter on a weak 
grounder to end the eighth, 
thousands of fans stood up 
and left Angel Stadium, not 
sticking around for the final 
demise of their suddenly 
punchless club.Q

“I brought out new irons this 
week with the new grooves just 
to try and see how they work, 
because I wanted a couple of 
rounds under my belt with this 
new model,” Glover said. “So 
Nike made a good set, and I

A new rule changing the 
dimensions of grooves in irons 
starts next year, although it is 
expected to affect wedges the 
most, and Glover kept his old 
wedges in the bag this week 
because he didn’t want to give 
up too much of an advantage. 
Ultimately, he won with his 
putter, especially the birdie 
putts on the ninth, 10th and 
11th holes to pull away. Cink 
made bogey on the 12th and 
13 th, eliminating any drama 
in Bermuda. 

Glover finished at 11-under 
131 and earned $600,000, 
pushing his total for the year 
over $4 million. 

Cabrera, who won the Grand 
Slam two years ago when it first

WASHINGTON - A senator 
whose undefeated home state 
school was bypassed for 
the college football national 
championship last seasonurged 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday to ask the Justice 
Department to investigate the 
Bowl Championship Series, 
citing Obama’s own concerns 
about the way the top team is 
crowned in building a case for 
action. 

“Mr. President, as you have 
publicly stated on multiple 
occasions, the BCS system is 
in dire need of reform,” Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, said 
in a 10-page letter to Obama 
calling for an antitrust probe 
of the BCS. The Associated 
Press obtained a copy of the 
letter. 


Shortly after his election last 
year, Obama said he was 
going to “to throw my weight 
around a little bit” to nudge 
college football toward a 
playoff system. Obama and 
Hatch are among the many 
critics of how the BCS — a 
complex system of computer 
rankings and polls that often 
draws criticism — determines 
its national champion. 

Hatch, who held a hearing on 
the BCS in July, told Obama 
that a “strong case” can be 
made that the BCS violates 
antitrust laws. 

Under the BCS system, some 
athletic conferences get 
automatic bids to participate 
in top-tier bowl games 
while others don’t, and the 
automatic bid conferences 
also get far more of the 
revenue. Hatch’s home state 


Associated Press 
school, the University of 
Utah, is from the Mountain 
West Conference, which does 
not get an automatic bid. The 
school qualified for a bid last 
season but was bypassed for 
the national championship 
despite going undefeated. 

The system “has been 
designed to limit the number 
of teams from non-privileged 
conferences that will play in 
BCS games,” Hatch wrote. 
Hatch said the BCS 
arrangement likely violates the 
ShermanAntitrustActbecause, 
he argued, it constitutes a 
“contract, combination in the 
form of trust or otherwise, 
or conspiracy, in restraint of 
trade or commerce,” quoting 
from the law. He said the 
system “artificially limits the 
number of nationally-relevant 
bowl games to five. The result 


is reduced access to revenues 
and visibility which creates 
disadvantages to schools in the 
non-privileged conferences.” 
Hatch is the top Republican 
on the Senate Judiciary’s 
subcommittee on antitrust, 
competition policy and 
consumer rights. 

The senator said the hundreds 
of millions of dollars generated 
by college football “are hardly 
trivial sums,” given that many 
schools use such revenue to 
fund things like other athletic 
programs. 

The Justice Department said 
it would review the letter 
and respond as appropriate. 
The White House declined to 
comment. 

The chairman of the BCS 
Presidential Oversight 

Committee, Harvey Perlman, 
said, “Like a majority of 
presidents, commissioners, 
athletics directors and coaches, 
we stand behind the BCS 
as the best way to identify a 
national champion.” 

Perlman, who is chancellor of 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, noted that 120 
schools compete through the 
season for the opportunity to 
play in four major bowls and 
the national championship 
game. 

“No effort should be made 
to take away some of the 
best traditions of college 
football, which include the 
bowl games,” he said. “Most 
importantly, our attorneys 
have done exhaustive reviews 
over the years, and we are 
confident that the BCS is in 
full compliance with the laws 
of the nation.” 

Alan G. Fishel, an attorney for 
the Mountain West Conference 
and Boise State University, 
backed Hatch’s effort. 

“If the government can look at 
the concentration of money in 
railroads, telecommunications 
and software developers, then 
why not the big business of 
college sports in America?” 
he said. 

Hatch’s letter comes a few 
days after the BCS released 
its first standings of the year. 
And on Monday, a group of 
college football fans launched 
the Playoff PAC, with the hope 
of electing more lawmakers 
who will pressure the BCS to 
switch to a playoff system. Q

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Gobierno de facto Honduras toma distancia on dialogo 


TEGUCIGALPA (Reuters) 
- El Gobierno de facto de 
Honduras dijo el miercoles 
que las negociaciones con sus 
rivales para superar la crisis 
politica, que llevan semanas 
sin frutos, se alejaron de un 
acuerdo base que tiene como 
punto central la restitucion del 
depuesto presidente Manuel 
Zelaya. 

Negociadores de Zelaya y del 
presidente de facto, Roberto 
Micheletti, hanpasado horas en 
la mesa y llegado a consensos 
en algunos puntos, pero no han 
logrado un acuerdo porque no 
cierran filas sobre la vuelta del 
derrocado lider al poder. 

Y ese es el punto principal del 
pacto que se ha tornado como 
base para las negociaciones, el 
frustrado Acuerdo de San Jose 
promovido por el presidente 
costarricense Oscar Arias. 
“Cabe senalar que ambas 
partes han presentado 
propuestas que estan fuera de 
los margenes del Acuerdo de 
San Jose”, dijo el Gobierno de 
facto en un comunicado. 
“Ambas partes estan de 
acuerdo en que ese documento 
sirve de base para las platicas 
que hoy sostenemos, pero 
que la solucion de esa crisis 


sera ‘Hecha en Honduras’”, 
agrego. 

Zelaya, un empresario 
ganadero de 57 anos, file 
sacado del poder a punta 
de pistola el 28 de junio y 
expulsado a Costa Rica por 
supuestamente haber violado 
la Constitucion con sus planes 
de un referendum para abrir 
camino a la reeleccion. 
Despues de meses de 
infructuosas negociaciones en 
el exilio para regresar al poder, 
Zelaya volvio furtivamente 
a Honduras hace un mes y 
desde entonces esta refugiado 
en la embajada de Brasil, 
que permanece rodeada 
por militares y policias con 
ordenes de arrestarlo si sale de 
la sede diplomatica. 

Victor Meza, que encabeza 
la comision negociadora de 
Zelaya, desmintio taj antemente 
a Reuters que ellos hayan 
presentado propuestas que 
se alejan del Acuerdo de San 
Jose. “No es cierto, no es 
cierto. Nosotros nos estamos 
ateniendo al espiritu de San 
Jose. En ningun momento 
hemos hecho una propuesta 
que no este relacionada con 
el Acuerdo de San Jose”, dijo 
Meza.

Peru conforma grupo para gira contra 
armamentismo en Sudamerica 


LIMA (Reuters) - Pern conformo cuatro 
grupos de ministros que comenzaran en 
dos semanas una gira por Sudamerica 
para promover su propuesta contra el 
armamentismo en la region, dijo el miercoles 
el primer ministro Javier Velasquez. 

El Gobierno anuncio esta semana que la 
cruzada tiene como objetivo impulsar la idea 
que el presidente Alan Garcia lanzo a los 
lideres de Sudamerica reunidos en Quito en 
septiembre, cuando planted un pacto de no 
agresion a nivel regional. 

La propuesta peruana incluye, ademas, la 
conformacion de una fuerza de paz contra 
amenazas extemas y la creacion de una 
“fuerza disuasoria” que se activaria en casos 
de conflictos en la region, segun la cancilleria 
local. 

La gira incluira a Chile, Argentina y Uruguay 
conunadelegaciondelegisladoresencabezada 
por la ministra de Produccion, Mercedes 
Araoz, dijo Velasquez a periodistas. 
Asimismo, el ministro de Comercio Exterior, 
Martin Perez, partira a Venezuela, Colombia y 
Ecuador; la titular del Ministerio de la Mujer, 
Nidia Vilchez, viajara a Bolivia y Paraguay y 
el ministro del Ambiente, Antonio Brack, ira 


a Brasil y Surinam, agrego el funcionario. 
“Este primer peregrinaje va a ser muy 
fructifero y va a permitir sensibilizar a 
America Latina de que la prioridad del gasto 
tiene que ir a saciar el hambre de los ninos y 
no como lo ha dicho el presidente Alan Garcia 
ponerle juego a los fusiles”, dijo Velasquez a 
su salida de Palacio de Gobierno. 

El funcionario, citado por la agencia estatal 
de noticias Andina, refirio que la cancilleria 
confeccionara la agenda de viajes, con las 
fechas precisas de las delegaciones peruanas, 
cuyas giras comenzaran en 15 dias. 

La propuesta de un pacto de no agresion 
que planted Garcia en una carta enviada 
a los lideres de la Union de Naciones 
Suramericanas (Unasur), en Quito, genero 
malestar en Chile, pais con el que Peru tiene 
un litigio intemacional por diferencias en sus 
limites maritimos. 

En los ultimos meses, los temas de seguridad 
han caldeado los animos en el continente en 
medio de un polemico plan entre Colombia 
y Estados Unidos para que soldados del pais 
norteamericano utilicen siete bases militares 
colombianas. □
